reating Opportunity, The 

Liberal Plan for Canada 
(the Red Book) sets out a 
comprehensive plan to renew 
the partnership between the 
Government of Canada and 
Aboriginal peoples. The 
Government's commitment 
is to build a new partnership 
with Aboriginal peoples based 
on mutual respect, trust and 
participation in the decision- 
making process. 


Over the last two years, 
governments and Aboriginal 
peoples have made significant 
progress addressing the con- 
cerns of Aboriginal peoples. 


Steps Toward 
Self-Government 


n August 1995, the federal 
I government launched a 
process to negotiate the 
implementation of the inher- 
ent right of self-government 
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with Aboriginal groups across 
Canada. These negotiations 
focus on matters that are 
internal to Aboriginal commu- 
nities; matters that are key to 
Aboriginal cultures, identities, 
traditions, languages and 
institutions; and matters 
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relating to Aboriginal lands 
and resources. The federal 
government expects that 
negotiations will involve 
Aboriginal groups, and the 
federal and provincial 
governments. 


Mi'kmagq Education Transfer 


In Nova Scotia, negotiations 
toward self-government 
arrangements in education 
have been under way for 
months. In November 1994, 
the Minister of Indian Affairs 
and Northern Development 
Ronald A. Irwin, and 

13 Mi'kmag First Nations in 
Nova Scotia signed a political 
accord. Under the accord, 
the federal government will 
transfer educational jurisdic- 
tion for Mi’‘kmag elementary 
and secondary schools to the 
Mi'kmagq of Nova Scotia by 
early 1996. Currently, the fed- 
eral government is responsible 
for elementary and secondary 
education for First Nations 
students living on reserves. 
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Policing Agreements 


Other government depart- 
ments are willing to work with 
First Nations to provide more 
culturally appropriate services 
within Aboriginal communi- 
ties. For example, the federal 
Solicitor General and five Nova 
Scotia First Nations signed an 
agreement in September 1994 
to create Atlantic Canada's 
first tribal police force. Under 
the agreement, 15 Mi'kmaq 
officers and two RCMP officers 
now police five Cape Breton 
First Nations. 


A Secure Land and 
Resource Base — 
Progress on Claims 


he resolution of out- 
Ap Standing land claims is 
a major priority of the federal 
government and Aboriginal 
peoples. To ensure Aboriginal 
communities have a produc- 
tive future, Aboriginal peoples 
need certainty with respect to 
land rights. At the same time, 
Studies illustrate that the set- 
tlement of land claims and 
settlement money often creates 
an economic boom and eco- 
nomic spinoffs in neighbouring 
non-Aboriginal communities. 


Federal and provincial gov- 
ernments, and Inuit and Innu 
groups agreed to resume 
land claims negotiations in 


December 1993, following 
meetings among Minister 
Irwin, Aboriginal leaders and 
the Premier of Newfoundland 
and Labrador Clyde Wells. 


Labrador Inuit 
Association Claim 


Progress continues on the 
Labrador Inuit Association (LIA) 
claim. The claim represents 
approximately 4,000 Inuit who 
live in settlements along the 
Labrador coast — Rigolet, 
Postville, Makkovik, Hopedale 
and Nain. Currently, the three 
parties are negotiating an 
agreement-in-principle, bring- 
ing the claim one step closer 
to settlement. 


Innu Nation Claim 


The Innu Nation claim is a 
comprehensive claim represent- 
ing approximately 1,500 Innu 
of Davis Inlet (Utshimassits) 
and Sheshatshiu. In December 
1993, Minister Irwin announced 
Canada’s willingness to return 
to the negotiations without 
preconditions. As a result, 
negotiations resumed on 
March 21, 1994. The parties 
initialled a framework agree- 
ment in mid-October 1995. 


Red Bank First Nation Claim 


The federal government and 
the Red Bank First Nation 
settled two specific claims 


in September 1994, marking 
the first specific claims agree- 
ments to be finalized in the 
Atlantic provinces since 1988. 
One of the claims compen- 
sated the Red Bank First 
Nation for the loss of the use 
of portions of the Big Hole 
Tract Reserve No. 8. Since 
1843, non-Aboriginal people 
have lived on part of the 
reserve. 


The other claim compensated 
the First Nation for lost rev- 
enue from fishing leases, per- 
mits and licences on reserve 
waters which were managed 
by the Government of Canada 
between 1892 and 1986. 

The Department managed the 
resource until 1986 and remit- 
ted money to the Indian band. 
However, the Department had 
not charged enough money to 
people purchasing leases, per- 
mits and licences to use the 
fishing resources. Compensation 
for the two specific claims 
totalled $4 million. 


Community and 
Economic Development 


Progress at Davis Inlet 


he community of 

approximately 500 Innu 
at Davis Inlet is walking the 
long road to community 
renewal. A wide range of 
activities to strengthen the 


community are under way, 
largely due to a federal gov- 
ernment Statement of Political 
Commitments acknowledged 
by the people of Davis Inlet in 
April 1994. 


Innu work crews built 11 new 
homes in Davis Inlet over the 
past year. All homes meet the 
National Building Code of 
Canada standards. Of the 

90 houses in Davis Inlet, 

60 have been repaired and 
renovated. 


Water and sewage disposal © 
facilities are noticeably 
improved in the community. 
The addition of a 1,000-gallon 
reservoir has increased the size 
of the community well. Work 
crews installed drinkable water 
and sewer tanks in six new 
houses in 1993 and piped 
water to five houses built 

in 1994. The community 

also dug a trench to safely 
dispose of sewage and 
coliform-infected water. 


Davis Inlet has set up several 
community organizations to 
strengthen community partic- 
ipation. A youth council works 
to encourage youth leadership 
and interpersonal skills, and 

to support young people in 
addiction treatment programs. 


The council also runs a local 
drop-in centre and recently 
established a women’s centre. 


Education and training 
programs are another part 

of the renewal process. 
Approximately 28 Innu from 
Davis Inlet and Sheshatshiu 
have graduated from a train- 
ing program designed to 
address addictions and related 
problems, develop counselling 
skills and strengthen commu- 
nity development. Seventy- 
five Innu took construction 
trade training, 36 took training 
programs on making tradition- 
al arts and crafts, and five 
have been trained by the 
Provincial Fire Commissioner. 


The federal government contin- 
ues to provide funds for four 
alcohol and drug counsellors, 

a pilot project on holistic 
healing, and health services 
co-ordination. 


The Statement of Political 
Commitments also addressed 
the community's desire to 
move to a new site on the 
mainland. To support that 
goal, the federal government 
provided funding for the 
development of a comprehen- 
sive community plan and a 
number of technical and site 


feasibility studies. The studies 
are currently under review by 
the federal government. 


Regional and National 
Economic Development 


Aboriginal peoples place eco- 
nomic development high on 
their list of priorities. To tap 
into this Aboriginal push for 
economic advancement, the 
governments of New Brunswick 
and Canada hosted a four- 
day National Symposium on 
Aboriginal Development 
Financing in Fredericton, New 
Brunswick in February 1995. 


The conference gave Aboriginal 
community leaders and entre- 
preneurs, and representatives 
of major Canadian financial 
institutions, the opportunity to 
meet and develop ideas about 
how to provide greater access 
to capital for Aboriginal com- 
munities and entrepreneurs. 


Set up in July 1995, the 

New Brunswick Aboriginal 
Economic Development 
Committee will meet several 
times a year to bring together 
the federal and provincial 
governments, the Union of 
New Brunswick Indians, and 
the Aboriginal Peoples Council, 
and will include private indus- 
try and labour. The Committee's 


goal is to generate ways to 
boost business and employ- 
ment opportunities for 
Aboriginal peoples in 

New Brunswick. 


Casino and Gaming 
Partnerships 


Several First Nations in Nova 
Scotia and New Brunswick are 
ensuring that their communi- 
ties share economic develop- 
ment opportunities from high 
Stakes gaming profits in their 
region. For example, the 
Government of Nova Scotia 
has offered First Nations: 

a share of the profits from 

a casino in Cape Breton; the 
opportunity to conduct Super 
Bingos; and the opportunity 
to operate a quota of the 
Atlantic Lottery Corporation 
slot machines. In exchange, 
Nova Scotia First Nations 

will not establish casinos 

on reserves and will set up 

a commission to regulate 
on-reserve bingo and slot 
machines. In a bid to foster 
economic development, one 
First Nation in Nova Scotia has 
accepted the provincial offer. 
Since 1994, three bands in 
New Brunswick have signed 
agreements with the province 
to run high stakes bingos on 
their reserves. 


Partnerships with 
the Private Sector 


Aboriginal peoples in New- 
foundland and Labrador plan 
to ensure they will be players 
in the economic boom set to 
take place in Voisey Bay. Since 
1994, some of the world's 
richest nickel, copper and 
cobalt finds have been staked 
in Voisey Bay by mining explo- 
ration companies. The Innu 
Nation and the Labrador Inuit 
Association are currently 
talking to mining companies 
active in Voisey Bay about 
Aboriginal participation in 
mining development. 


The Eagle Forest Products 
initiative is a joint venture 
between eight First Nations in 
New Brunswick and MacMillan 
Bloedel Ltd. of Vancouver. 

The team plans to renovate a 
former waferboard plant in 
Miramichi City, New Brunswick 
to produce oriented strand- 
board. The plant is scheduled 
to begin production in 
February 1996. 


Aboriginal Education 
and Training — The Path 
to Empowerment 
Increased Funding for 
Post-Secondary Education 
he federal government 
al is working with First 
Nations and Inuit to improve 


educational opportunities for 
Aboriginal peoples. In June 
1994, the federal government 
provided additional funding 

to eliminate the backlog of 
students and allow more 
students to attend post- 
secondary institutions. This 
year the federal government 
provided $261 million to 
students under the Indian 

and Inuit Post-Secondary 
Education Program. The overall 
post-secondary education pro- 
gram budget has increased by 
$48 million or 22.5 percent 
since 1993-1994. In 1994-1995, 
the program assisted about 
26,800 post-secondary 
Students across Canada — 
1,243 students in Atlantic 
Canada. 


Higher education and labour 
participation statistics go hand- 
in-hand. For example, less than 
35 percent of Aboriginal people 
with less than Grade 9 educa- 
tion are part of the Canadian 
labour force. In contrast, 

85 percent of Aboriginal 
people with some university 
education are employed. 


Specialized Programs 
Address Community Needs 


Post-secondary institutions are 
increasingly trying to address 
the needs of Aboriginal com- 
munities through their pro- 
grams. For example, Memorial 


University in St. John's, 
Newfoundland has designed 

a Native and Northern Teacher 
Education Program. The 
Program trains Aboriginal 
teachers so they may eventu- 
ally replace non-Aboriginal 
teachers in Innu communities 
in Labrador. The Program's 
first two Aboriginal graduates 
received their degrees in 

April 1995. 


Building New 
Partnerships 

n Nova Scotia, a tripartite 

forum Is helping to build 
a better working relationship 
among Aboriginal peoples, 
the province and the federal 
government. In February 
1994, the Government of 
Nova Scotia set up the initia- 
tive. Representatives from 
all major regional Aboriginal 
Organizations and the federal 
and provincial governments 
sit on the forum. 


The group has been the impe- 
tus behind a variety of projects 
including: the introduction of 
a tribal police force for five 
Cape Breton First Nations; 

the creation of a program 

to train Mi'kmag justice and 
court workers; the operation 
of a justice diversion program; 
the hiring of an Aboriginal 
civilian liaison officer to work 
with the City of Halifax on 
Aboriginal policing issues; 

the funding of a facilitator 

for community legal issues 

in Halifax, Sydney and 
Bridgewater; and the funding 

of a Native community human 
rights facilitator for Nova Scotia.
